The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-Law 
defining- the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
''For th^Ef&ujation of EV^unicrpal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

13e it enacted liy the Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows: 

1. The City shall be divided into three Wai^d^,' namely, the John- 
son Street. Ward, the Yates Street Ward, and tho James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Jdhnsdn Strcot AVard shall ineludo all that tract of land ly- 
inp^ betweeii the Northern Boundary Line of the Corporation and 
a lino running alonn; tho centre of Johnson Street from tho Ferry 
easterly, aud a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
bounilaiy lino of the Coii^oration, district section No, 74, and 
thence in a straight line to the City boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Road at Mitchell's Nursery. r --r> 

(b) The lates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Johnson Street AVard 
and a Hue commencing at tho western extremity of Fort street, and 
niiiuing theiico cnstwardly along the coiitve of Fort street and the 
Cadboio Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's xSursery. 

(c) The James.JBay AYord shall include all tliat tract of land- lying 
between the southern bouiidaiy line of tKe "Yates Street Ward on 
the one side, and tho southern boundary line of the Corporation on 
tho other .side. 

2. At the next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
be two Alunicipal Councillors in Johnson Street "Ward; three in 
Yates Street Ward; and two in Jiimcs Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. . ,! . >''.U'- 

3. This Bylaw may be cited for all pm-poses as "The Municipal 
Elections .Regulations Bylaw, 1873."

Almust every dny tlie sober 
testimonioB of tho witnesses, who 
swear tbat the def eQdanfe is Sir Bogcr, 
are variod ■\vifcli Hoiue comic epiKodo, 
like the one given below. The wit- 
iioases whom Dr. Keiietily bring into 
court in beh.tlf of his idieufc are some 
of them voi-y amufiiiig- people. It had 
been frequontly hinted or charged on 
the other side that the.. cjefeudnut'H 
hair had steadily gi'owii darker fiiiico 
he fir.st begun to show himself in Eng- 
land, the theory being- that it h.td 
been colored to niiiko it apjiear liko 
tliat of tho real Sir llo,q;er. To dis- 
prove this charg-e, Dr. .Koiiealy intro- 
duced- the defendant's bair-tlresser, 
ono Williiiln Parks Attwell, who was 
(U-oss-exniniiiccl a.s follow.s by Mr. 
Hawkins; 

Iu April, 18(58, I think you .said 
our r,c ]uaintauco with tho defendant 
eonunenced?

Have you got your accovnt books 
here ? — No, sir. • 

I should like you to refer to that ? — 
I don't know thai, I could give you an 
account from liSfiS, because the 
chuinantpaid regularly at times iit tho 
(iounter. 

Dill you put it down in a book '? I 
could give you my first account. That 
would probably run Homewhere in No- 
vember, as near as lean tell. 

But I suppose you put down tho 
things you sup])lied him with? 

Dr. Kenotily — That assumes that he 
did supply him witii things ? 

Witness — It w-ns entered, of course, 
whou ho did not pay. 

^^Ir. Hawkins— Djd you supply him 
with any liair-wnshes; br anything tf 
that sort '? 

Witness — Yes, sir; and, invariably, 
it was p.iid at tho coiuiter. 

You did supply him with hair -wash- 
es and oil, then ? ,, 

Yes, sir. Well, whoti you say oil, I 
I cannot say cil. If I jhnd 
my young latly here, probably I 
could put a cjuestion to her as to what 
was sold, and let you know. 

Justice Lush — Don't you yourself 
know what was sold ? 

Witness — Yes; but I would not 
trust to my nioinoiy as to what I sold 
in that year, unless I referred to tbe 
aci ounts. 

Mr. Hawkins— Do I imdorRtondtlmt 
yon personally cut his hair, or was 
it one of the men iu your employ ?

We have all had our hair out and you 
jiut on whatever we prefer — some like it 
and some don't'?
